The foltowing letter from Robert Southey 
to a literary gentlemen, in the north western 
pert of our state, was lately enclosed to the 
Editor of the Pittsburg Gazette,.by a friend 
now travelling through that country. Any 
thing from such a pen as the Jaureate of 
England must be interesting ; but the 
present letter is particularly so to those who 


are acquainted with the dispute een 
English and American genius, on the wubject 


of American taleat. Mr. Southey is one of 
those who have been suspected of contribut- 
ing their mite in nourishing this prejudice. 
It must be fying to every American to 
read so feeling a denial of the charge from 
Southey himeelf, and after reading bis com- 
munication, no one can doubt the sincerity 
of one of the greatest poetical geniuses of 
the age. 

“ Keewick, Cumberland, 5th March, 1817. 
“Dear Sia, 

“ Your letter-and your Gazetteer came 
yesterday in a parcel from my publishers 
Messicures Longman. I thank you sincerely 
for both ; the book I shall find useful, and it 
would not be easy for me to express h 
much I have been affected as well as gre 
ed by your letter. With that wide ocean be- 
tween us, you and I are in sympathy with 
each other. —— 

“ In awakening my feelings you have also 
strongly excited my curiosity. There is an 
oak, of rather the shell of what was once a 
stately one, upon the east of Monk-hall, with- 
in my view, about a quarter of a:mile: dis- 
tant, on the side of the Greta. Is this your 
family tree? Whea the estate belonged to 
Sir Michael Fiemming, about 12 years ago, 
he sold the timber upon it to the person who 
rented the farm, an old man of the name of 
Slack, and this old oak that all artists have 
admired, was marked for the axe, and pur- 
chased with the rest. But, though Slack 
paid fer it, he did not choose to destroy the 
tree. He said to me “ It was long there 

before my time, aad I would not be the man 
who should cut it down.” I have resftected 
the old man ever since. He has left the farm 
but the oak is yet standing. 

“ There wae within my view a yew tree, 
likewise of great age and beauty. The town 
of Keswick consists principally of one long 
street, and this yew tree stood behind some 


houses, which have been erected not above | 


twenty years; other buildings have since 
been built behind them, and to make room 
for these the yew, to my great regret, was 
destroyed. - ;

These oyiters produce pearls of a 
large size, though, in point of regularity 
and beauty, they are inferior to those of 
India. J 
All the inhabitants of Panama and its. vi- 
cinity who are in easy circumstances, keep 
negroes who dive to procure ‘pearls. for 
their masters. They are despatched to the 
islands, where tents and boats are kept in 
readiness. Eighteen or twenty of these 
poor negroes, who are excellent swimmers, 
and who possess the power of holding in 
their breath for a considerable time, are un- 
der the control of an overseer. They swim | 
about under water until they find a bank of 
oysters, were the sea is not more than 
twelve or fifteen fathoms deep. The ne- 
groes then ascend to the#boat and cast an- 
chor. They tie round their-waists a rope, 
one end of which is fastened to the boat, 
and jump into the sea, taking a small weight 
to enable them. to descend the more ¢xpee 
ditiously. On reaching the bottom, the div- 
er seizes an oyster, which he places under 
his left arm, dnother in his left hand, a third 
under his right arm, a fourth in his mouth. 
He then ascends to take breath, and to de- 
posit the oysters in a little bag in the 
beat. As soon as he has recovered himself 
he dives a second time, and so on until he 
is tired, or has fished a sufficient number of 
oysters. ts” — Be 

Each of these. divers must supply 
his master with g ¢prtain number of pearls 
daily. .When the negro has fished as many 
oysters ashe: thinke sufficient, he opens 
them in the presence of the overscer, and 
delivers to him the pearls, whether small 
or large, perfect or imperfect until he 
has completed the nuraber due to his 
master; the remainder aré the property of” 
the negro, who usually sells them to his 
master. 

Besides the labor and fatigue which the 
negroes experience in detaching the oys- 
ters from the bottom of the sea, where 
they are frequently fixed between rocks 
and stones, they encounter great danger 
from the ¢adorenes, or Hntoresce, a mone 
strous fish, by which they are sometimes de- 
voured, and likewise from the manias, huge 
rays, which seize the divers so forcibly that 
they stifle them, or,by falling upon them with 
all their weight, crush them at the bottom of 
the sea... ¢ 

For this reason, the diver is usually armed 
with a pointed knife. If, when tho. water is 
clear, the negro overseer, who remains in 
the boat, should perceive any of these fish, 
he warns the diver, and sometimes goes to 
his assistance. ‘
